and to hav e animadv erted in sev ere 
terms u p o n my su p p o sed co nnectio n 
with “the interests” du ring the ses­ 
sio n o f Co ngress that 
p assed that 
act. 
In the co u rse o f his remarks 
Mr. Fish is rep o rted to hav e said: 
“He (Mr. Watso n) was a member 
o f the Way s and Means co mmittee 
and Ho u se o f Rep resentativ es when 
Mr. Pay ne first began his hearings 
o n the tariff bill. 
They 
sent o u t 
q u estio ns to be answered to o u r co n- 
su lSj etc. The do cu ments were su p ­ 
p o sed to be secret. 
“Mr. Watso n had access as a mem­ 
ber o f the Way s and Means co mmit­ 
tee to tho se do cu ments. 
“Whether he av ailed 
himself o f 
that kno wledge o r no t afterwards. I 
am u nable to state, bu t su ffice to say 
that Mr. Watso n resigned fro m Co n­ 
gress, ran fo r Go v erno r o f the State 
>f Indiana and was o ne o f the few! 
members o f the State ticket o f the 
Rep u blicans who was defeated.” 
This entire statement is as fu ll o f 
misstatements as he co u ld p o ssibly 
lav e made it. 
In the first p lace I was no t a mem- 
ier o f the Way s and Means eo mmit- 
ee at the beginning o f the tariff in­ 
v estigatio n by that co mmittee as 
Mr. Fish might hav e ascertained had 
le cared to tell the tru th.

o n the tariff bill. 
T nev er attended o ne single tariff 
hearing by either Ho u se o r 
Senate 
co mmittee du ring the p rep aratio n o f 
that law. 
I defy Mr. Fish to p ro du ce the 
minu tes o f any co mmittee meeting o r 
to p ro du ce any p erso n, 
member o r 
no n-member, who is willing to say 
that he ev er saw me in the Way s anc 
Means 
co mmittee ro o m 
du ring its 
hearing o n the tariff q u estio n. 
In the seco nd p lace I did no t lo o k 
u p the secret ev idence taken by tha 
co mmittee. 
If any secret 
ev idence 
was taken I nev er heard o f it, anc 
it wo u ld hav e been an easy matter 
fo r Mr. Fish to ask Mr. Pay ne wheth­ 
er I had access to tho se do cu ments 
free fro m mannerisms, and makes an 
ex cellent ap p earance, as well as be 
Co ig tBiiea o n pa g e f.

Longworth is opposed rabidly by the 
Anti-Saloon League of the state, the 
organization which brought about the 
election of Governor Pattison, Demo­ 
crat, in 19 05, and w’hich contributed so 
much to the election of Governor H ar­ 
mon. 
The Anti-Saloon Leaguers as­ 
sert that Mr. Longworth, as a state 
assemblyman and 
senator, 
wore a 
dress suit too much to suit them ; that 
they could seldom get a hearing before 
his committee, and they declared that 
he was altogether too highty-tighty a 
young statesm an to suit them. 
The first session of the convention 
was begun at 4 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. 
Alice Roosevelt, the wife of 
Representative 
Nicholas 
Longworth, 
wTas among the hundreds of women in 
the audience, to hear her husband de­ 
liver his speech as tem porary chair­ 
man of the convention. Owing to the 
streetcar strik e and the plentiful evi 
dences of dynamite in the streets and 
in the car barns, the-m ayor of the city 
had shut* down all the saloons, and it 
was dry as Sunday. 
W hen W alter F. Brown of Toledo, 
chairman of the state committee, call­ 
ed the convention to order and intro­ 
duced Mr. Longworth, there came a 
howl of joy, whistles, cat calls and 
cheers to greet the tem porary chair­ 
man, who for the moment appeared 
somewhat disconcerted. 
He quick ly 
recovered 
his usual 
sangfroid 
and 
started, and from the first line to the 
last of his speech, it was evident that 
the Republicans of the state are bent 
upon conciliating all factions. 
Former Governor Herrick 's name in 
the roll of notables called by the speak ­ 
er, was received with tumultuous ap­ 
plause. 
Mark Hanna's got a thunder­ 
ous greeting, and there were plentiful 
evidences of approval when Mr. Long- 
worth mentioned the names of Mr. 
Garfield and President Taft, but the 
booming and resounding cheers of the 
day were given when Mr. Longworth 
brought out the name of Joseph Ben­ 
son Forak er. 
By actual time, these 
cheers lasted two m inutes and thirty- 
seven seconds. All over the great Me­ 
morial hall came rip-roaring yells of 
“Forak er, Forak er, Forak er!”

General McKee, who is at South Bend, 
has notified the governor that, though 
everything is quiet there, he does not 
think the state should withdraw' atten­ 
tion from the strik e of the Grand 
Trunk employes. 
He says the feeling 
is such that trouble might break out 
at any moment if the mob spirit should 
find a leader. 
He was ordered to re­ 
main at South Bend until further or­ 
ders. 
Speak ing of tne attitude of the rail­ 
road Governor Marshall said: “The 
Grand Trunk people ought to k now, as 
everyone else k nows, that the employ­ 
ment of special Pink erton officers has 
much the same effect on strik ers as a 
red flag has on an angry bull when 
w’aved In its face. 
“I understand that the trains which 
the railway officials have been running 
through South Bend have been manned 
by these Pink ertons, employed in Chi­ 
cago. 
If so, the company is violating 
the law' and forfeits its right to de­ 
mand that the South Bend police pro­ 
tect its property and to sustain the 
illegally employed helpers in protect­ 
ing. 
As I am informed, these special 
officers of the company hurl insults at 
the strik ers, and use their clubs and 
revolvers freely. 
The company is 
thus far inciting its employes to riot, 
and under such circumstances has no 
right to call on the local police. 
I 
hope the South Bend officials will 
stand by the declaration they are re­ 
ported to have made. 
“The railroad company normally has 
a right to call on the civil authorities 
to protect its property, and it becomes 
the duty of the authorities to supply 
the protection, but the railroad com­ 
pany forfeits this right w'hen it vio­ 
lates the law’ of the state by the im­ 
portation of special officers not eligi­ 
ble to act in an official capacity.”

I was nominated for Governor on 
April 2, 1008; 
resigned from the 
W ays and Mehns committee in June, 
1908; 
the tariff hearings by that 
committee began in July, 
190S. 
I 
was in the campaign in Indiana from 
Ju ly 1 until election day, November 
G. 1908; 
the special session began in 
March, 1909. and only the very elect 
can thus see what my alleged con­ 
duct in 1909 had to do with my defeat 
in T 908—but 
that is 
one of 
the 
charges made by Mr. Fish. 


Bu t why did Mr. Fish assail me in 
New York? 
Manifestly the people of 
that State are not interested in my 
actions and this leads me to the in­ 
evitable conclusion that he must have 
been inspired to this course by some 


residents of the Hoosier State, and 
that this fabrication was uttered not 
for the benefit of the citizens of New 
York, but for consumption in Indiana. 
There are still some people in the 
world who believe that the way to 
help themselves up is to pull .the oth­ 
er fellow 
down, and it seems 
as 
though this is the animus 
of the 
above statement. 
I have never believed in or indulg­ 
ed in personalities in any campaign 
in my life, nor shall I do so 
unless 
driven to it, but these gentlemen who 
do not answer argument by argument 
but whose sole method of campaign is 
to impugn the motive and assail the 
character of others who 
may 
not 
agree with 
them— these 
gentlemen 
will find that, even in such a conflict, 
if this method of attack is to continue 
there will be blows to take as well as 
ilows to give. 
If I have any statements to make in 
this campaign or at any other time 
with reference to any citizen or citi­ 
zens of Indiana, I shall not have them 
made in New York, or Louisiana, or 
South Dakota, but in Indiana. I shall 
not have them made at all, for I 
shall make them myself and 
shall 
back them up with evidence that is 
irrefutable. 
I have never believed in the argu­ 
ment of slander or the logic of vilifi­ 
cation. but, if forced into a campaign 
of this character I shall “bear it that 
the opposer may beware.” 
When I was in public life I did not 
complain at the assaults of the enemy 
whatever their nature, for I under­ 
stood that to be a part of the game. 
But now I am a private 
citizen, 
without any other ambition than to 
remain so, and, should these attacks 
continue in the future, I shall deem it 
my duty to respond in kind and re­ 
spond not to the instrument used, bu 
directly to those who inspire the as­ 
sault.
